Bolshevists Lowest 
Types of Humanity 


First Hand Information Acquired In 
Intelligence Department 

“If once the Russian people were 
freed and allowed to vote the Bolshe- 
vik regime would vanish like smoke, 
but they are kept down by machine 
guns and massacres,” declared O. D. 
Stevenson, B.A., of Toronto, a former 
Stratford boy, at a chamber of com- 
merce luncheon, Mr, Stevenson told 
of the Red movement from first-hand 
experience, while in the British intel- 
ligence department, 

The Bolsheyvists he termed the low- 
est type of humanity who are living 
by blood and fire with German money 
and organization to a large extent, 
but not entirély, behind the move- 
ment, 

After quoting a literal translation 
of a proclamation taken from the 
walls in many towns of Russia, of 
“Nationalizing Women,” Mr, Steven- 
son said that tens of thousands of de- 
cent women committed suicide, Those 
who refused to be nationalized were 
tortured in a most fiendish manner 
and then ravished until they died, 
after which their bodies were quarter- 
ed and hung up to frighten others, 

With a threat of torture recruits 
for the Bolshevik ranks were secured. 
“In one city no larger than Toronto,” 
said Mr. Stevenson, “over 150,000 per- 
sons were massacred in three or four 
months. One of the main streets had, 
when we entered, bétween 8,000 and 
10,000 dead bodies hung on poles, 
posts, trees, etc., the men with their 
vital parts hung around their necks, 
their eyes pulled out, with imitation 
epaulets nailed to their shoulders and 
horseshoes nailed to their feet. One 
} cannot conceive of any human being 
acting in the way these devils in hu- 
‘man form acted. A dead set was

tars

Agricultural Industry 


Must be Encouraged 
Says Dr. Robertson 


. J. W. Robertson, C.M.G., has 
iia teturned to Ottawa from a 
tour of the Dominion, on which he 
was sent by the government in or- 
der to place before the people of the 
country the present economic condi- 
tions and the great need there is for 
carefulness and economy. 


Dr. Robertson, who speaks with 
authority, having but recently return- 
ed from overseas where he went to 
investigate after-war food problems, 
was recently interviewed in regard to 
his dominion-wide tour, He remark- 
ed that people were impatient of ex- 
planations of present conditions; 
what they wanted was an immediate 
remedy, but the consequences of four 
years of losses occasioned by the war 
and the destruction and waste could 
not be remedied in a_ twinkling. 
There was little use in looking for an 
immediate remedy for the present 
high cost of living owing to the fact 
that the world’s production of food- 
stuffs was not nearly equal to the 
demand. There was great need for 
increased production before any de- 
cline in prices could be looked for. 
Farmers would continue to receive 
high prices for their products for 
the next two years. 

Dr. Robertson 


contended that 


world conditions would have to be 
taken into consideration 


when the 


broad question of food supplies was 
being considered, and the policies of 
Europe would have much to do for 
at least the next two years with 
what was likely to happen to Can- 
ada’s wheat crops, The allied gov- 
ernments had guaranteed minimum 
prices, the conclusion being that they 
wished to encourage in every possible 
way the industry of agriculture, 

Speaking of retrenchment, Dr. 
Robertson said he thought it would 
be a great mistake to.ecconomize in 
regard to education or agriculture; 
on both these questions the govern- 
ment must spend generously and 
courageously, adding that “as to the 
individual as well as the nation there 
is only one safe course to follow, to 
work diligently with intelligence, to 
live economically and to waste noth- 
ing.” 

Regarding Canada's financial posi- 
tion, Dr, Robertson said that to en- 
able the country to maintain its sta- 
ble conditions of grosperity and to 
pay her debts, they must rely on the 
improvement~of agriculture and the 
further development of ker natural 
resources and industries. Further 
than that, in order to‘hold her place 
in the world’s markets her people 
would have to be well informed, as 
well trained and as well organized as 
others.

Towards Prohibition 


In an issue of the Morning Alber- 
tan, of Calgary, Alberta, appears an 
interview with W. E, Johnston, in 
which the well-known temperance ad- 
vocate gives his views on the prohi- 
bition question in Europe. In the 
course of his remarks Mf. Johnson 
in part spoke as follows: “I have just 
recelyed a cable from the Republic of 
Esthonia,” he said, “saying that the 
people afe shortly to have a national 
election on prohibition and the meas- 
ure will probably carry. 


“Finland is the first European 
country to go dry by vote of its par- 
liament. Norway has voted for the 
prohibition of all liquors containing 
over 12 percent spirits. In other 
words, it is on a light wine and beer 
basis. Sweden, except in the large 
cities, is also dry as regards spirits. 
Denmark's magistrates have the pow- 
er to refuse licenses for drinking 
places. As a result over 200 parishes 
are already dry. In France the 
French Anti-Alcohol League is active 
and 60 members of parliament are 
dry as to spirits. In Italy the other 
day Premier Nitti astonished parlia- 
ment by announcing his purpose to 
introduce a bill to limit licensed 
drinking places because too much 
wine was being consumed. In Czecho 
Slovakia President Masaryk is a dry.

Kepeated advauces were 
made during the war and still fur- 
ther very great advances have beep 
made since the signing of ihe arimis- 
tice. The passenger rates now aver- 
age about 700 per cent higher than 
beiore the war, and the freight rates 
about 8UU per cent higher.
